Moscow, Aug. 29.—The specter of 
a counter revolution in Russia was 
voiced today 
to 
presuade 
widely 
split elements 
to 
reconcile 
their 
differences in Russia’s national con­ 
ference. 
The speaker 
was 
M. 
Orebhoff, 
chief spokesman 
for the railway 
employes. He took the workmen and 
soldiers to task for their imagining 
that every step proposed by the 
Cadets was a reactionary step. He 
declared, however, that if a counter 
revolution did come he and his fel­ 
low railway 
employes 
“would see 
that it failed” by tying up every line 
of communication in the country. 
“There is no doubt a counter re­ 
volution 
is growing,” 
he declared. 
Orekhoff’s speech was a severe ar­ 
raignment of the workmen and sol­ 
diers delegates. 
He expressed 
the 
fear that a shadow hung over the 
whole 
conference 
because 
the 
workmen and soldiers in every op­ 
position to their plan3 
indicated a 
return of reaction.
